000 was set aside for the use of the Director General in suupply- 
ing funds to needy roads for. maintenance *md equipment. It 
wa» supposed by the ieyi^tors that that huge sum would be 
ample to meet all requirements; in fact it was anticipated that 
long before it was exhuuKied some of the first loans made would 
be coming back into the Treasury, and the fund would in truth 
revolve 
But instead of carrying the roads through a period of years, 


as contemplated by the trainers of the legislation, the "revolving" 
lund is practically exhausted in the very iirst year of Federal ad- 
ministration. 
The Dire tor General in his annual report admits 


that over $453,000,000 of that amount has been expended already. 
Not only that but $235,000,000 has been taken from surplus re- 
ceipts of railroad and express companies and loaned back to the 
roads in addition to the millions from the revolving fund. Of 
course repayments to the Government for the loans from the re- 
volving fund, if they are ever made, must come from surplus earn- 
ings, but when those earnings are diverted from that purpose and 
turned into further loans the result is only to sink the roads 
deeper into the financial mire.

railroads it fixed the time of government operation to be for the 
period of the war and for 21 month, thereafter. 
To Provutea 


means of financing such operation a revolving fund of $oOO,<)00,- 
000 was set aside for the use of the Director General in suupply- 
ing funds to needy roads for. maintenance *md equipment. It 
wa» supposed by the ieyi^tors that that huge sum would be 
ample to meet all requirements; in fact it was anticipated that 
long before it was exhuuKied some of the first loans made would 
be coming back into the Treasury, and the fund would in truth 
revolve 
But instead of carrying the roads through a period of years, 


as contemplated by the trainers of the legislation, the "revolving" 
lund is practically exhausted in the very iirst year of Federal ad- 
ministration. 
The Dire tor General in his annual report admits 


that over $453,000,000 of that amount has been expended already. 
Not only that but $235,000,000 has been taken from surplus re- 
ceipts of railroad and express companies and loaned back to the 
roads in addition to the millions from the revolving fund. Of 
course repayments to the Government for the loans from the re- 
volving fund, if they are ever made, must come from surplus earn- 
ings, but when those earnings are diverted from that purpose and 
turned into further loans the result is only to sink the roads 
deeper into the financial mire.
